‘ Farming is virtually the only great 
series of occupations that is unor- 
ganized, unsyndicated, unmonopolized, 
uncontrolled, except as it is dominated 
by. ‘natural laws of commerce and the 
arbitrary limitations imposed by organi- 
zation in other business. In a time of 
extreme organization and subordination 
of the individual the farmer still re- 
tains his traditional individualism. and 
economic separateness, His entire 


by. ‘means of his own efforts. If the 
farmer steps ou his own realm he 
is met On the one side by organized 
capital and on the other by organized 
labor, He is confronted by fixed earn- 
ings. What he himself secures is a re- 
mainder left at the end of a year’s busi- 
ness. 


Our contemporary overlooks, to an 
extent, the developments of recent 
years respecting organization among 
the farmers of this country. From 
time to time there have been sporadic 
and more or less successful efforts 
at cooperation between the farmers 
of all sections of the United States. 
At least these attempts, have,.in. the 
case of the raisers of grain and wheat 
in the, west, attained such a measure 
of effectiveness as to merit the dis- 
tinction of organization. 


To deal with more specific in-

There is another feature that makes 
bright the future of agricultural or- 
ganization in the south.

They have 
shown, therefore, and are showing 
now, the determination to give him 
substantial aid in perfecting his »r- 
ganization and in offering such 4as- 
sistance, at critical times, as will in- 
sure its survival against the plots of 
those interested in its downfall.

Johnson. 


President M. L. Johnson, of the Geor- 
gia division, Southern Cotton Associa- 
tion, has just issued a statement in| 
‘which he urges the cotton planters of| 
‘Georgia and the south to stand by the! 
Zecent action of the association in fixing 
the minimum price at 10 cents. 

President Johnson says: 

‘“‘The Southern Cotton Association has 
Bpoken and the old original standard! 
price of 10 cerits has been indorsed and 
reaffirmed. It was with this price that 
the bankers, merchants and farmers 
won their nvutable victory for the south 
in 1905, and they can do it again. 

“This price should and will meet the 
approval and receive the support of every 
business interest. No cotton should be 
gold for less and this should be added 
to only as the exigencies of the occasion 
demand. 

“The farmer should realize that he 
cannot get a fixed price by selling below 
{t. They must stand solidsto the agree- 
ment like a stone wall. You will recall 
that I have always contended that what- 
ever the price fixed, whether !0 or !2 
cents, we could win only by each in- 
dividual standing loyal and doing his full 
duty. There are some men so loyal to 
the association that they are still hold- 
ing their cotton. That is the metal 
which wins; but those who sold for the 
best price cannot expect them to do this 
year in and year out while others con- 
tinue to sell.

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MAJOR GEORGE 8S. HOYLE, 


Popular Army Officer Who Was 
Killed by a Train Yesterday. 
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at the residence of Mrs. L. E. Cothran, 
Co™ge Park, as the result of injuries 
received an hour before by being hit by 
an Atlanta and West Point train. 

His home was in College Park, and 
he was struck by~the train just after 
lighting from a trolley car, the street 
car and railway tracks peing laid close 
together. Interna] injuries with an arm 
and leg broken were the hurts that 
caused death an hour later. 

Major Hoyle was tmmediately re- 
moved to the hone of Mrs. Cothran, and 
medical aid summoned. He was con- 
scious up to fifteen minutes before death. 

Graduate of West Point. 

Major Hoyle, the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
George 8S. Hoyle, was born in Canton, 
Ga., in 185! and moved ew Atlanta with 
the family when he was a young boy. 
In 1869°h® was appointed to West Point 
by; General Pierce M. B. Young ang was 
the first southern cadet to enter that in- 
stttution after the civil wee. He and 
his brother, Major Bli D_ Froyte, Unitel 
States army, now stationed at Fort 
Riley, Kans, attended West Point at the 
time. 

Major Hoyle was graduated from West 
Point in 1873, having taken a high 
rank in his class, and was detaileg for 
service in the First cavaery to do duty 
at western posts in Oregon, Washington 
and Montana. He saw service in the 
Indian wars, the Nez Perces war and 
was in service in the Spanish-American 
war, but his troop did not go to Cub& 

While in the west in 1877 Major Hoyle 
married. Miss Carrie Beach, of Oakland, 
Cal.. who was of a military ramily. 

On account of ill herith Major Hoyle 
was-retired from the asmy fn 1901. hav- 
ing been promoted to a majorship only 
a short time before. 

About eighteen months ego he was ap- 
pointed recruiting ofscer of the United 
States army, having charge of the va- 
ricus offices within ‘the state, with his 
headquarters in Atlanta, tn tne Temple 
Ccurt building. 

Was Well Liked in City. 

Major Hoyle was a vweil-posted man, 
being a great reader, and was very suc- 
cegsful in military life, being univer- 
Sally popular both in the army and in 
this city. 

Major Hoyle is survived by his wife; 
three brothers, Major Eli D. Hoyle of 
Fort Riley; W. E. Hoyle, of Atlanta; 
Frank J. Hoyle, of eow York, and a 
sister, Mrs. James W. Morrow, Sr., of 
Atlanta.

Signers of the various contracts are cor- 
stantly appealing to ys to protect them 
against the machinations of other sign- 
ers who, in one way or another, have 
violateq their provisions. It is freely 
charged that the direct contract manufac- 
turers do no; take the proper precau- 
tiong to protect either their own interests 
or those of their loyal retail agents. It 
is asserted, and with good reason, that 
some jobbers are not cooperating with 
the direct contract proprietors but are 
selling direct contract goods in flagrant 
violation of the spirit of the plan, if not 
of its letter. ' 

“It must be said in justice to the direct 
contract proprietors that the cutters and 
their abbettors are making it impossible 
for the goods to be traced, but it must 
also be said that these goods might be, 
in many instances, more effectively 
As for the disloyalty of the 
jobbers, that could be easily corrected by 
the proprietors themselves if they were 
so disposed, and a failure to correct it 
eannot be considered otherwise than as

In considering the 
legislation proposed one almost came to 
the conclusion that laws governing ev- 
ery phase of business and affecting ev- 
ery class of society would be revised or 
amended. ; 

de- 
alcohol becomes effective 
1, 1907. Under the provisions 
of this law alcohol that is rendered 
unfit for medicinal use in the manner 
prescribed by the government can. be 
withdrawn from bond tax free. With- 
drawal shall be made according to rules 
framed by the secretary of the treasury, 
which rules, it is promised, will be 
ready by October 1, 1906. Denaturiz°d 
alcohol will be of no service to drug- 
gists for purposes of manufacturing. 
We shall be able to sell this product for 
domestic and manufacturing purposes 
at a much lower price than grain alco- 
hol was ever sold for, but, inasmuch ag 
it becomes a commercia! article which 
grocers as well as we ourselves can 
handle, it is not Hkely that the selling 
of it will be. much, if any, more’ profita- 
ble than the’ selling of grain alcoho! has 
been.’”’

Offerings Were Absorbed Without | * 


Making Any Special Impression. 
The Late Advance Carried 
Prices to a New High 
Mark. 


New York, October 2.—1t was another 
Sensationally active day in the cotton 
market, with prices scoring big 
after very wide fluctuations, and 
close was strong at a net advance 
to 57 points. Sales were estimated 
fully 700,000 bales. 

The market opened firm at an advance 
of 5 to 12 points in response to higher 
cables and further reports of unsettled 
weather in the belt.

The Liverpool bulls were evidently re- 
ducing their lines ana there was selling 
by spot people and local professionals. 
In all it was estimated that some three 
or four prominent brokers @isposed of 
over a hundred thousand bales during 
the first hour. And these offerings were 
taken up without making any specia] 
impression on prices. The buyers were 
the southern wire houses and New Or- 
leans, together with some of the Wall 
street people, and in spite of all the 
pressure the advance was not checked 
until prices showed a net gain of 35 to 
38 points. Then it eased off just before 
the September condition report was pub- 
shed, and after the condition of 71.6 
per cent was issued indicating a deteri- 
Oration for the month of 5.7 per cent, 
When the trade had looked for 7 per 
cent; prices sold off to about the clos- 
ning figures of the previous day. The 
census bureau, published an hour later, 
showing 2,044,000 bales ginned to Sep- 
tember 25, against 2,358,000 bales last 
year, was followed by a second advance. 
however, of even ga more excited ard 
sensational character, which took e 
market to a new high level for the ay 
and movement, with December at 10.60, 
or about 170 points above the recent low 
level. The close was a little off from the 
best under realiaing.
